eled throughout this section as a 
ticekt seller for the Rlngling Broth- 
ers circus. His family name was al- 
most as widely known for the ath- 
letic ability of his four sons, students 
at the local school.

The annual custom has always resulted in developing a 


statewide interest in sanitation and the removal of nuisances and 
fire hazards.

throughout' the commonwealth are again urged to co-operate 
-with the departments in the observance of these activities. 


The following is suggested as a general guide for this ob- 


servance: 


Monday—April 23rd, Highway Day. 
All sidewalks and 


streets should be cleaned, gutters cleared, ditches opened and 
sewers flushed. 


Tuesday—April 24th, Forestry Day. 
Do not burn brush, 


leaves, or other debris in or near the forests on dry, windy days. 
Select a damp, rainy day on which to burn, and do not leave the 
fire unguarded until it is entirely extinguished. 


Do not smoke while fishing from the banks of streams, 


or while walking or riding through the woods. Take time out 
for a smoke and then be sure that the burning matches and to- 
bacco are thoroughly extinguished by water or by burying them 
in moist soil. 


Do not build camp fires among leaves or under overhang- 


ing brush. Scrape a cleared space free of leaves, and build the 
fire on the bare soil. 
Extinguish it thoroughly with water or 


with soil before leaving it. 


Wednesday—April 25th, Fly and Mosquito Day. 
All cess- 


pools should be cleaned and limed. Out-houses should be made 
fly-proof and stable yards, pig pens and chicken coops cleaned. 
Water holes should be filled, spouting mended and garbage cans 
thoroughly cleansed and scoured. 


Thursday—April 26th, Junk Day. The accumulation of 


junk and trash, partcularly in attics and cellars, consisting of old 
books, papers, clothes, rags, .bottles, cans and ashes should be 
removed. 
In addition, cellars should be thoroughly cleaned and

Some importance must be attached to the fact that 71 per cent of 


the world's telephone lines are owned by private capital and that 88 
per cent of the lines controlled by private capital are in the United States. 
Private ownership of the telephone, it is manifest, has been responsible 
for its growth in this country.

Change Minds

that Trotzky could live in the de- 
partment of Seine-et'-marine as long 
as he wished, the French foreign 
office changed its mind today in the 
face of the public furore which fol- 
lowed his surprise discovery. 
The 


ministerial council met in a lengthy 
session today to consider the case. 


Pending 'his expulsion, 
Trotzky 


will not be permitted to remain in 


the vicinity of Paris, world head-.| 
quarters of White Russians, who 
according to Trotzky himself, have 
sworn to slay him in vengeance for 
his part in the overthrow of the 
czarist regime in Russia. 


When Trotzky was given permis- 


sion to live in Corsica, under French 
rule, after leaving his exile home on 
the Island of Prinkipo. near Istan- 
bul, Turkey, he promised not to en- 
gage in political activity. 


His failure to keep this promise is 


the formal reason the French gov- 
ernment will give in ordering him 
to leave France, and he now will not 
even be allowed to live 
in 
any 


French territory. 


Seeks New Home 


The government made its decision 


after hearing the report of Minister 
of the Interior Albert Sarraut re- 
garding Trotzky's activities. He had 
been given formal permission to re- 
side in the Seine-et-marne depart- 
ment by the interior ministry un- 
der a- previous administration, 
al- 


though virtually all of France was 
unaware of it. 


As far as is known Russia is the 


only country in which Trotzky could 
find refuge, but to go there he would 
have to submit to the discipline of 
the Communist party and thereby 
renounce his heretical views which 
engendered his present feud with 
Dictator Josef Stalin.

might obtain a refuge in Spain or 
Portugal.

will not be permitted to remain in 


the vicinity of Paris, world head- 
quarters of White Russians,

according to Trotzky himself, have 
sworn to slay him in vengeance for 
his part in the overthrow of the 
czarist regime in Russia. 


When Trotzky was given permis- 


sion to live in Corsica, under French 
rule, after leaving his exile home on 
the Island of Prinkipo, near Istan- 
bul, Turkey, he promised not to en- 
gage in political activity. 


His failure to keep this promise is 


the formal reason the French gov- 
ernment will give in ordering him 
to leave France, and he now will not 
even be allowed to live 
in 
any 


French territory. 


Seeks New Home 


The government made its dacision 


after hearing the report of Minister 
of the Interior Albert Sarraut re- 
garding Trotzky's activities. He had 
been given formal permission to re- 
side in the Scine-et-marne depart- 
ment by the interior ministry un- 
der a previous administration, 
al- 


though virtually all of France was 
unaware of it. 
As far as is known Russia is the 


only country in which Trotzky could 
find refuge, but to go there he would 
have to submit to the discipline of 
the Communist party and thereby 
renounce his heretical views which 
engendered his present ieud with 
Dictator Josef Stalin.

HARRISBURG. April 
17.—This 


question of a processing tax for the 
consumer of dairy products for the 
benefit of Pennsylvania dairymen, is 
upon the minds of many of our peo- 
ple at this time, Secretary of Agri- 
culture John A. McSparran, says In 
a statement issued here in which 
he describes the proposed processing 
tax on dairy products as being of 
"no substantial benefit to Pennsyl- 
vania dairy farmers." 
'"The State Department of Agri- 
culture," he explained "has made a 
study of this situation and our stat- 
isticians tell us that the maximum 
benefit payments that could come 
to Pennsylvania farmers under the 
A. A. A. Dairy program -would be 
S7,125,000. It must be understood that 
that is a maximum amount, and if 
tBe dealers assess much of that pro- 
cessing tax against the producer, and 
it is very probable that they will 
carry a part of it, then the $7,125,000 
^jpuld have to be reduced by what- 
ever amount the dairyman -would be 
required to pay. On the other hand, 
the estimated amount of processing 
tax on dairy products consumed in 
Eennsylvania would total the maxi- 
mum rate of $18,000,000. 
-"It is very evident, therefore, that 
tHere can be no substantial benefit 
io. the program to the dairy farmers 
ot-Pennsylvania. While on the othRi 
hand, a considerable amount of tax 
Would fall upon the consuming pub- 
Jig in Pennsylvania, which they are 
at this time illy prepared to assume. 
—"It is very evident also that the 
itTsult of these processing taxes as 
t£ey fall upon the consuming public 
oi the East, instead of bringing a 
commensurate benefit to the farmer 
of- the East, takes the money from 
bTIr consuming public and pays it 
i£to the middle West and our far- 
mers get out of It a very trifling, if 
any, benefit."
